Suit Accuses CIA 
Of Poor Training 

sept. 8 (AP) — A 
Cuban defector allegedly sent to her 
homeland by the CIA to spy on her 
husband is suing the United States for 
$1 million, claiming that inadequate 
training led to her being captured 
and jailed for nine years. 

Carmen Mackowski charged in a 
federal suit filed in Trenton that 
proper training by the Center Intelli- 
gence Agency would have enabled her 
to avoid “detection, arrest, imprison- 
ment and subsequent illness.”

a month before she returned to Cuba 
m the 1960s to spy on her husband, 
Alfredo Ruiz, then director of Cuba's 
Department Against Spies,” said her 
attorney.

Mackowski, now 44, and a former 
Perth Amboy resident, spent nine 
years in a Cuban jail. She was senten-
